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CLASS  HISTORY 


In  September  of  1 977  the  graduating  classes  of  Parker  and  Coolidge  were  united  not  only 
as  a  class,  but  to  share  in  the  anxiety  of  what  lay  ahead.  To  lead  us  through  our  first  year, 
we  chose  Cathy  Hale  as  president,  Roger  Mumper  as  vice-president,  Jennifer  Walsh  as 
secretary  and  Kevin  Downey  as  treasurer.  Under  the  direction  of  Ms.  Kaman,  we  became 
the  first  freshman  class  in  recent  years  to  be  successful  in  financial  endeavors  .  .  .  Although 
saddened  by  the  loss  of  Mr.  Castine  and  our  principal,  Mr.  Karakashian,  we  were  able  to 
adapt  to  our  new  environment  .  .  .  snowed  under  with  work  and  the  Blizzard  of  '78,  we 
finally  mastered  our  schedules,  experimented  with  the  choices  we  might  have  to  make  in 
the  mandatory  Decisions  I  course,  and  tried  to  rise  above  the  embarassment  of  hearing,  "It 
must  be  a  freshman!" 

As  we  moved  into  our  sophomore  year,  we  were  faced  with  many  transitions  .  .  .  Mr. 
D'Orlando  headed  the  new  administration,  aided  by  the  scurrying  footsteps  of  Ms.  Sellers 
.  .  .  new  attendance  policies  and  stricter  rules  were  enforced,  perhaps  in  an  attempt  to 
combat  the  evils  of  the  "Sophomore  Slump"  .  .  .  and  of  course,  we  all  benefited  from 
Decisions  II,  designed  specifically  to  help  us  with  our  career  choices  .  .  .  Nancy  Littlehale 
and  Elaine  Annese  in  the  offices  of  president  and  vice-president  took  over  the  running  of 
class  activities  such  as  bake  sales,  car  washes  and  "Make  Your  Own  Sundae"  day  with  the 
help  of  secretary  Ann  Marie  McCarron  and  treasurer  Kathy  Savage  ...  at  the  end  of  the  year 
when  our  dream  of  becoming  upperclassmen  was  a  reality,  we  were  forced  to  say  good¬ 
bye  to  our  advisor,  Ms.  Kaman. 

The  beginning  of  our  junior  year  marked  a  time  of  greater  freedom  and  still  more  changes. 
We  were  no  longer  burdened  by  the  restraints  of  assigned  studies;  we  were  challenged  to 
solve  our  dilemmas  in  the  last  of  the  Decisions  sequence  .  .  .  Dan  Reed  designed  a  new 
mural  in  an  attempt  to  cheer  up  the  cafeteria  ladies,  and  the  school  was  graced  with  the 
unexpected  construction  of  a  new  entrance  to  the  math  wing  .  .  .  The  Iran  Crisis  exploded 
in  November,  January  brought  promises  of  a  new  decade,  and  the  U.S.  Hockey  Team 
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defeated  the  Russians,  capturing  the  Gold  at  Lake  Placid  .  .  .  Our  new  class  advisor,  Mrs. 
Messina,  joined  the  officers  Nancy  Littlehale,  Roger  Mumper,  Kathy  Savage,  and  Ann 
Marie  McCarron  is  planning  class  activities  ranging  from  "Send  a  Card  From  the  Heart"  to 
our  Junior  Prom,  "The  Long  and  Winding  Road",  at  which  Nancy  Anderson  was  named 
Prom  Queen. 

When  our  senior  year  arrived  in  the  fall  of  1 980,  we  had  already  become  well-acquainted 
with  the  routine  and  not-so-routine  of  R.M.H.S.  .  .  .  Ms.  Lanouette  led  the  class  with  the  aid 
of  Nancy  Littlehale,  Roger  Mumper,  Ann  Marie  McCarron  and  Peter  Chisolm  as  our  officers 
.  .  .  Fall  activities  included  a  temporary  switch  of  gender  for  several  who  attended  Girl's 
Night  Out .  .  .  followed  by  the  delivery  of  Betty  Lou  and  her  fellow  Pumpkins  to  Mr.  Mosc's 
lawn  ...  or  was  it  Mr.  Hollingsworth's  .  .  .  or  .  .  .  The  next  morning  began  a  succession  of 
tests  —  SAT's  and  Achievements  .  .  .  We  were  disappointed  with  the  results  of  the  Novem¬ 
ber  elections:  Anderson  won  at  R.M.H.S.  but  Reagan  won  nationally  .  .  .  and  then  Prop  21/2 
(  @#$%  $&•)  .  .  .  Later  that  month  our  spirits  rose  as  Ann  Marie  McCarron  was  crowned 
Football  Queen  ...  In  December  we  got  a  headstart  on  Broadway  with  our  own  version  of 
Sweeney  Todd  ...  At  the  conclusion  of  1980  we  were  shocked  and  saddened  with  the 
news  of  John  Lennon's  death  ...  As  1981  arrived,  we  celebrated  knowing  it  was  our  year 
.  .  .  January  proved  to  be  an  incredible  month.  The  twentieth  was  marked  not  only  by 
Reagan's  Inauguration,  but  was  a  day  America  had  long  awaited  —  finally  our  fifty-two 
hostages  were  free!  Yellow  ribbons  united  the  nation  .  .  .  The  end  of  first  semester  brought 
about  a  serious  case  of  Senioritis  (we  were  all  in  critical  condition).  We  sought  a  cure 
through  the  production  of  Jesus  Chris  Superstar,  Pizza  Pigout,  Carnation  Day,  Senior 
Talent  Night,  and  rejoiced  at  college  acceptances.  Soon  enough,  we  found  ourselves  in  our 
last  week,  reminiscing  about  the  experiences  and  friendships  of  the  past  twelve  years,  and 
growing  ever  closer  through  the  celebrations  —  the  Banquet,  Class  Day,  the  Prom  and 
finally,  June  7,  1  981 .
